BRITISH AND FRENCH NAVAL MA- 
NEUVERS.* 

The scheme ‘for this year’s British 
naval maneuvers, as announced by the 
admiralty, embraces some innovations 
that are looked forward to with much 
interest. There are to be no rules at 
all. for one thing. They have gone by 
the entirely. More responsibil- 
ity, consequently, falls u the um- 
pires, who will be Vice-Admiral Harris 
and Rear-Admirals Hammet and Wal!- 
ker. Again, no instructions have been 
given as to the relative value of ships, 
and for the first time in these annual 
maneuvers the destroyers and torpedo 
~~ ng have been allotted to both sides 

a e. 

The main points upon which the 
maneuvers are expected to shed light 
are (1) the strategic dispositions 
which will best enable the guarding 
of British commerce should it be 
threatened by a hostile fleet: (2) the 
respective value of cruisers and tor- 
pedo craft in attack and in defence: 
(3) the use that can be made of coal- 
ing stations in time of war, and the 
extent to which the necessities of -oal- 
ing will hamper ships in operations 
that Iie far wway from their base. It 
will be observed thet special emphasis 
ie not given to submarines. The gen- 
eral idea is that the B fleet guards the 
English Channel, and that the X fleet 
is a hostile force endeavoring to get 
command he seas that Ne around 
the southern and western coasts of 
Engiand. B is to be cruising In the 
North Sea and X off the north coast 
of Ireland. when war is declared. The 
maneuver area consists of that por- 
tion of the seas surrounding the Brit- 
ish Isles below a line drawn through 
S>sotiand in the latitude of Edinburgh, 
and all the waters of the English 
Channel and the seas east and west 
of it well down into the Bay of Bis- 
cay, but limited by the territorial wa- 
tere of the foreign litterals.

Upwa of $100,000 
would be required for repairs on the 
old system, and these would necessarily 
be but temporary. 

The internal improvements made in

000. All sewers over ten inches in 
diamater will be put in as bonded 
sewers. When a connection is made to 
such a sewer 6 cents per front foot has 
to be paid the city, so eventually most 
of the money will come back to the 
treasury. Smaller sewers are put in 
under contract and paid for direct by 
property owners. 

Nearly every section of the city 
would receive some direct benefit from 
the proposed new sewer, and the senti- 
ment in the Council seems to be in 
favor of submitting a bond issue to the

To Inglewood the settlement of this 
question is of the utmost importance. 
Today there are five heads of water 
used for irrigation along the line of 
the outfall sewer. The additional ter- 
ritory included by the city extensions 
would increase this by half. [Irrigating 
water is the life of Inglewood, and 
with the proposed filter beds the sew- 
age could be used on the truck farms 
with entire safety, say the engineers. -

Unionism in the editorial profession 
must answer for a lot af real trouble 
in the business of the Columbus (0.) 
Press-Post, which newspaper is in the 
throes of what will likely stand as 
the most remarkable muddle the Ameri. 
can press has recorded up to and in- 
cluding 1901. 

The organization of reporters and 
editors which constitutes News-writers’ 
Union, No. 2, of Columbus, began a 


on July 12. Ostensibly, the strike arose 
from the discharge of City Bditor 
Creager and Reporter Dearduff because 
the paper was beaten on a story of 
& rallway wreck. Really, the cause 
of the rupture appears to be the resent- 
ment the news-writers felt to Clarence 
M. Jones, proprietor of the Press-Post, 
because that gontioman devised rules 
for the staff that struck the force as 
overharsh. When Creager and 

duff were asked to resign the union 
talked strike; and Mr, Jones overheard 
the talk. Next morning the city staff 
came down town to find their desks 
occupied by students from the State 
University School of Journalism. That 
afternoon the News-writers’ Union got 
the support of the trades-unijons, and 
the compositors, machine operators and 
pressemen walked out, refusing to set 
or handle “non-union” copy. A com. 
mittee demanded of Mr. Jones the re. 
instatement of and Dearduff, 
and the sign! of the News-writers’ 
Union wage scale. Jones refused. Then 
the locked-out staff coaxed the Jones 
family into the row end got a receiver 
appointed to take charge of the Press- 
Post property. 

The court put DeWitt C. Jones in the 
receivership, and he put Creager back 
at the desk and recognized the union. 
Clarence M. Jones, the owner of the 
paper, brought leagl batteries to bear 
and ousted the receiver. Next he gave 
the managing editorship to Thomas 
Cooper, and asked Creager to quit until! 
arbitrators decided on the question of 
the Press-Post’s right to discharge 
whom it pleased.

CEREMONIES TO PROPITIATE THE RAIN 
GOD—RATTLESNAKE DANCE.

O STRANGER aboriginal ceremonies are observed, 
these days, (han those which have just taken place 
at the ancient Indian pueblo, in the Province of 
Tusyyan, away off amid the burning deserts of North- 
eastern Arizona. These ceremonies are the snake dances 
of the Mokis, a custom that ha’ come down to these 
times intact from ages ago. One will have to travel far

The codling moth, 
that destructive enemy to the apple and pear crops, 
probably causes an annual loss to the United States 
amounting to between $30,000,000 and $40,000,000. The 
annual loss to the wholé country from the damage oc- 
casioned by the ox-bot amounts to not far from $354,- 
000,000. This is based upon a careful estimate made by 
the Farmers’ Review some years ago upon the annual 


loss from animals in the Union Stock Yards at Chicago 


alone, which amounted to $6,673,130. 

B. D. Walsh, one of the most careful conservative 
and well-informed men of his time, in 1867 estimat 
total annual loss in the United States from the work of 
insects at from $200,000,000 to $300,000,000. Riley, the 
famous entomologist, in 1890 estimated it to be $3(0,000,- 
000. Dr. James Fietcher in 1891 estimated it at one- 
tenth of our total agricultural products, or say $330.,- 
000,000. E. Dwight Sanderson in 1899, after carefully 
reviewing the whole question, approximately accepfed 
Dr. Fletcher's estimate and tabulated the damage by 
crops as follows:
